can-Hawaii- an steamer Washingtonian,
carrying a cargo from Hawaii worth
more than a million dollars, was ram
med. nd sunk by the four-maste- d

schooner Elizabeth Palmer off Cape
Henelope, near the Delaware break
water today.- - The erewa of both ves-

sels, excepting one man on the Wash-
ingtonian, whose name ha not been
learned, were saved by the' steamer
Hamilton. . -

the breakwater. A large hole
was torn in the aide of the Washing-
tonian and It was soon apparent that

The "cargo of the Washingtonian,
which was in command of Captain E.
